From all appearances the commit- 
fee was “stacked.” In addition to 
Kistinger, the committee comprised 
three developers, Ruse Hazen, De! 
Hensley and John Ward, and Dr. John 
Martin, president of Upland College, 
where Mayer Abner Haldeman also 
is employed as Business Manager 

The sixth member of the committee 
was Councilman Max Hawkins, who 


did not sign the report. Hawkina said . 


the report was ‘a developers dream” 
and he did not attend all the meet 
ings. 

The greatest faults of the report 
are the recommendations for too many 
commercial areas, strip zoning and 
foo much advance re-zoning. These 
were the matin rearnons the report was 
opposed by the Planning Commission, 
but the Commission leans to the op 
posite side and seems far too cauti- 
ous in making wanted zoning avail 
able. 


It was the first 10 recommendations 
that ccrused the controversy. The bel 
ance of the report has had little ox 
emination other than by the origina. 

committee

The recommendations of the com- 
mittee for annexations should be ser- 
iously considered as to the supply of 
services and proper community de- 
velopment.

Recent annexation legislation un- 
doubtedly will retard Upland’s grow- 
th beyond its present boundaries, 
but much action can and should be 
started, 

Although we don’t agree with the 
entire report, we believe no time 
should be wasted in meeting with a 
professional planner, ironing out con- 
troversial areas, and getting down to 
business for Upland's future. 

Somewhere along the way, perhaps 
all our city officials will strike a hap- 
py medium for the best interests of 
the people 

The report could be an important 
turning point in Upland’s growth. If
